live. 
Strty years ago, I>eath Bounded 


*TTaps~ over these acres, and tens 
of hundreds of men heard and were 
glad. How kind the Angel of Death 
who soothed with endless rest pain 
racked bodies, who called with In- 
finite sweetness to agonised souls, 
who offered shelter In Him to those 
•who had been shelterless and bun' 
grf and •weary. How welcome Ufe 
ia death after months that were 
meoca of death in life. 
Just a few of God's acres, where 


•m* -who died in the belief of a rlght- 
«oua cause may lie. If the Immortal 
'In thorn who lie there can look back 
from that plane to which they have 
Some, they are comforted. Gone for- 
ever ia the horror in which they suf- 
fered. He who sent them forth to 


v die in travail of body and 
spirit, 
away tram the field of battle, haa 
the mortal everlasting sleep in 
quiet. Neitiier thirst nor 
can hurt them again nor 
bttternora of men against men break 
the calm of that rest that knows no 
end. Perhaps need not remember. 
Yet. those for whom the veil has 
»ot been torn away, can not forget. 
They do not see those acres today; 
they see them more than half a, cen- 
tury ago, when struggle had not giv- 
en way to brotherllness and strife to 
peace. It is aa though the monoton- 
ana row*, of head stones and green 
monads that are almost flat had fad- 
•d into distance and birds and flow- 
er* were as a dream and sunshine 
tut mocked misery. 


Horror of War's Memories. 


They see the acres cut in half, and 
half again, and nearly half again, and 
suffocated with almost three times 
as many wretched men aa sleep In 


. the larger apace today. They see dirt 
1 and sand and sweltering heat' and 
pitiless rain. They see men pleading 
lor 
food, for water, for shelter, 
drenched with the rain of days upon 
days. They see boys, young men, men 
•wtooae youth had gone, all bitterly 
old, hollow-eyed, stooped, miserable, 
hopeless. They see men 
dying 
in 
agony, unprotected, tmwatched, un- 
aided, with none to I care. 
From the one has come the other. 


Memory can never forget the past in 
the present, that the beauty and calm 
of today has been (bulldod upon the 
terror and agony of yesterday. 
It 
can never forget that these acres 
have been bathed In the blood of 
those who now repose there and con- 
Bocrated with tho agony of their 
aouljs. The placid peace of today is 
but a curtain over the heartlossness 
and cruelty of yesterday. Torment, 
tribulation, supreme pain havo gone.

but remembrance floats like a cloud 
above the green and gold that once 
was the brown of desolation and the 
red of blood. 


God's acres were, sixty years, the 
most Infamously famous spot north 
or south of the Mason and Dlxon line. 
Andersonville prison, they called It. 
Some of the moat dreadful tortures 
of the Civil war were undergone by 
Union •prisoners there, thirteen thous- 
and of them who were taken in en- 
gagements with the southern forcpn. 
Since that dividing lino has, disap- 
peared, Andersonville has become a 
national cemetery, enlarged many 
times, that those who died in Us con- 
fines may have the comfort in death 
that they were denied in life. 
In 1881, nineteen years after the 


ground had been taken over as a 
cemetery, a traveler visited the his- 
toric spot, sixty miles south of Ma- 
con, Ga.. and gave In barest, un- 
adorned words a picture of the dreary 


desolution of the spot and the terrible 
hopelessness of the 
there. 
v 
Description of Prison. 


Writing of that visit, B. F. Cue, the 
traveler, in describing the prison 
says: 
"Hidden In a swamp, half a mile 
eastward from the station, surround- 
ed by a dense undergrowth of young 
pines, blackberry bushes and weeds, 
lies the twenty-seven acres of ground 
whose sandy slopes, twenty years 
ago bore on thoir scorched aides more 
of human misery, despair, and death, 
in its most cruel forms than ever be- 
fore In the -world's history polluted 
so small a field of the earth's surface. 
It was originally covered with a 
heavy pine forest. 
"Early in 1864 when Union arm- 


ies _under GrantJ and Sherman -were 
steadily fighting1 their way into the 
heart of the confederacy, the rebel 
government ordered the removal of 


all union prisoners farther south, and | and upon the top of these were nailed 
southern Georgia, seeming to be most 
remote from the Federal armies, and 
most secure from invasion, was chos- 
en as the safest place in which to 
confine the Union prisoners. 


"The inside row of palisades of the 
prison was eighteen feet above the 
surface and the timbers of which it 
was made were firmly planted in a 
trench five feet deep. Within this 
enclosure was the dead line, seven- 
teen feet inside of the stockade.. It 
was made by driving posts into the 
ground projecting about four feet. 


two by four scantling. Any prisoner 
stepping or reaching over this line 
was shot dead by the guards, who 
were stationed in sentry houses erect- 
ed thirty yards apart on the inside 
palisades. This left less than sev- 
enteen acres of ground Including the 
wide swamp stretching- back on eith- 
er side of Sweetwater creek, which 
runs through the stockade from west 
to east. 


"On the outside of the main Inclos- 


ure was a second wall of palisades 
one hundred feet distant from the

first or inner row. Bejond this, and 
outside, seventy feet further, was t^ie 
outer wall of 'the stockade, twelve 
feet in height. Tneso lines were 
erected for offense and defense. 1£ 
at any time the prisoners should at- 
tack and carry the first line, the 
second and third would be almost as 
formidable. The outer line was in- 
tended for defense from attacks by 
the Union army, and would shelter 
the guards, 3,000 in number. 


"On the fourth 
angles 
of 
the 


stockade were erected the most for- 
midable earthwork rorts that I have 


seen anywhere in t)ie south. 
Tho 


height from the ditches, to the sum- 
mit, almost perpendicular, must be 
fully eighteen feet. On these earth* 
works cannon commanded every part 
of the stockade, Inside and out, so 
that an attack from either the pris- 
oners or their rescuers -would have 
mot with a terrible artillery fire. A 
line of rifle pits was dug outside of 


the stockade walls for the use of In- 
fantry. 


Prisoner* Lived Like Cattle. 


"Tho stockade was originally in- 


tended to. hold 10,000 prisoners and 
then enclosed seventeen acres. 
Th« 


creek, with Its wide, swampy margin, 
and. the dead line cut out at least 
seven acres .leaving not more thaq 
ten upon which men could live. Ott 
this ground they \«ro crowded in 
until It finally became packed with* 
human beings like a stock yard filled 
with cattle.' 


No shelter for tho prisoners was 


provided, and the men were forced 
to take vines and briars and tree 
branches to form shelter. In Febru- 
ary, 1S64, when the first prisoner* 
came, such shelter was possible, tot 
the materials could be found within 
the stockade. The supply was soon 
exhausted, and the later ones had 
nothing, for the officials refused to 
supply wood or to allow the men to 
go outside to the forest for a supply. 
Bribery brought some surcease, but 
trinkets "were fow, 
«.nd the needs 
were many. Undoubtedly, this lack 
of shelter brought on the diseases 
which caused so high a death rate. 
* Reuben Hyers. a Lincoln man, 
spent ten months, from June, 1S64. 
until the following March, at Ander- 
Bonvllle. The-men who were there' 
do not care to talk a great deal of 
that experience, but it was an exper- 
ience that suffering and hardship 
hav^engraved forever on their mem- 
ory. Mr. Hyers said. 


Lincoln Man Recalls Hardships. 
"AndersonvNle is a place I do not 
want to remember. Words can not 
tell of its horrors. When I arrived 
there, having been captured at Cup- 
alo. Miss.. 1 had no crown In my hat, 
no soles on my 'shoes, and only the 
most ragged of clothing. We had no 
shelter and for a time we slept out 
under the open sky. regardless of 
the weather. 
"At that time, tho nine 
or 
ten 


acres given us were so crowded that 
we had difficulty in being able to lie 
down. It was terrible, but wo wero 
all the time waiting for some one to 
die, that we might share their blank- 
ets or the rude shelter they 
had 


made. 
"Onp man said that another in his 


shelter was going to die, and for Bfle 
to come to them when he did. 
I 


waited some time, but death did take 
him, and I was glad of even thread- 
bare blankets for envoi ing. We dug 
holes In the ground and spread the 
blankets above us. Some, if captured 
by very hostile regiments, wore even 
deprived of their blankets, but thosa 
who had them tried to share. 
"In the summer, when there wore 


between twenty-nine and thirty-three 
thousand prisoners there, our rations 
were exceedingly mcagrp. 
One day 


we would pet about n gill and a half 
of cornmeal, corncobs, and every- 
thing else ground up top-ether fOfl 
twenty-four hours. That was during 
thfl time we dlrl our own cooking. 
The next day we might have a little

ANOTHER ^BUYERS' STRIKE. 


That the republican politicians who framed a "rob- 


ber tariff" dished up the same mess for business, which 
it "had to digest only a few months ago is becoming In- 
creasingly apparent. Unfortunately, as in all such cases, 
the innocent must suffer with the guilty. 


Retailers the country over were almost a unit in 


opposing the tariff measure. They had been through 
one buyers' strike, which, was not of their making, and 
they dl&Tnot care to incite another. It was a selfish in- 
terest, it is true, that in many instances dictated

opposition to the tariff but the fact remains they were 
acting In the interest of the consumer. Tfiey were sin- 
cere in their recognition that their interests were iden- 
tical with those of the buying- public—lower prices meant 
better business for .them.

The latest 
recruit to the ranks is Governor J.' M. Davis of Kansas, 
who In an official proclamation, requests xthe people of 
Kansas to desls* from using sugar until prices fall. 


Sometime those in charge of the nation's affairs wijl 


discover the deep-seated resentment existing throughout 
America against anything which tends to increase living 
costs. Advancing living costs were in a measure respon- 
sible for the increased wages voluntarily granted by a 
number of the large corporations to their employes. In- 
creased wages-means another increase in tho products 
manufactured by those concerns. It is the same old end- 
less circle, with a certain class bearing the brunt.

They live from hand to 
mouth by begging or pilfering1. / 
Is no such word as 'work' to the 
people, they are too lazy to even be 
clean. 
Generally two or three -wagons 
travel together, the occupartte most 
of them, related through Intermarri- 
age." Sometimes, however, a single 
wagon will journey 
from town to 
town and from state to state always 
telling the authorities they are on 
their way here, 'there and someplace 
else. 
Such was the case ot a small 


wagon bringing a large faniily into 
Lincoln not so long ago. In

This family was absolutely one of

they were on their way to Atkinson.
